There  has  again  been  no  case' of  Small  pox  in  the  area,  but 
recourse  to  vaccination  is  at  a  low  level  and  steadily  declining. 
ihe  number  oi  notifications  is  considerably  increased  largely 
to  the  inclusion  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases.  Excluding  these  two  diseases,  the  number 
of  notifications  is  14  more  than  last  year. 

-  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the.  19  cases  of 
Diphtheria  notified,  18  of  them  were  removed  to  Ham  Green  Hospital, 
and  there  was  not  a  single  death  from  this  disease,  nor  was  there 
one  last  year.  Diphtheria  immunization  has  been  carried  .out  during 
u,  year,  ahd  a  very  large  percentage  of -children  of  school  age 
have  been  inocculated.  The  number  of  children  under  the • age  of 
5  years  has  not  been  quite  so.  good,  but  on  the  whole  this  area  shows 
a  high  percentage  of  children  immunized  against  the  disease,  which 
should  have  a  decidedly  beneficial  effect  in  the  future,  in  reducing 
the  incidence  of  Diphtheria,  cases  and  its  mortality  rate. 

Measles  was  not  so  prevalent  as  expected  this  year,  but  there 
is  every  indication  that  it  will-be  much  more  so  in  1 94 1 . 

The  arrangement  with  the  Bristol  Authority  to  take  all  cases 
from  this  area  into  their  Isolation  Hospital,  has  been  of  great 
convenience  again  this  year,  and  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in 
getting  cases  removed  there.  Unfortunately  it  has  been  necessary 
to  send  5^  cases  there  this  year,  compared  with  39  last  year.

HOUSING. 


•  Sixty-two  houses  were  erected  or  completed  by 

private  enterprise . during  the  year.  The  Council  completed 
eighteen  houses  at  North  Weston  to  re-house  persons  from  the 
three  North  Weston  Clearance  Areas  and.. out standing  overcrowding 
cases.  • 

One  farm  cottage  at  Walton  Down  was  reconditioned 
under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers ).- Acts . 

,  Some  of  the  empty  houses  subject  to  demolition 
orders  'have'  been  requisitioned  with  the  consent  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  by  the  Council,  in  order  to  provide  accommodation  for 
persons  rendered  homeless  by  enemy  action,  chiefly  from  Bristol. 

In  other  cases  the  owners  have  been  granted  licenses  to  temporarily 
re-let  condemned  houses  on  condition  that  the  houses  were  let  to  a 
homeless  tenant  nominated  by  the  Council. 

As  the  District  is  adjoining  a  large  town,  which 
has  been  subject  to  heavy  air  raids,  it  is  only  to  be  expected 
that,  the  area  should  become  Somewhat  overcrowded,  and  all  available 
houses  and  spare  accommodation  have  been  snapped  up.  A  considerable 
number  of  people  come  into  the  District  at  nights  to  sleep  and 
return- to  the  towns  next  day.  The  tables  and  statistics  relating 
to  overcrowding  are  consequently  omitted  from  this  report  * 

A  few  houses  have  been  put  out  of  use  by  enemy  action, 
but  all  damaged  houses  which  can  be  repaired- are  attended  to 
immediately  after  the  damage  has  occurred.

During  the  year  91  samples  of  Accredited  Milk  and  6l 
samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council,  and  examined  at  the  County  Laboratory.

EVACUATION. 

The  number  of  officially  evacuated  persons  in  this  area 
at  the  end  of  1 939  was  1 668 >  consisting  of  1 334  unaccompanied 
children,  65  mothers  with  1 33  children,  99  teachers  and  27 
helpers.  The  decrease  in  numbers  continued  till  there  were 
only  about  1000,  but  in  September  and  October,  when  ctir—raids 
on  London  became  very  severe,  about  5^0  more  came  in  organised 
parties,  and  700  others  on  their  own  responsibility,  from  the 
London  Districts,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
approximately  1740  officially  evacuated*  Ip  addition,  it  is 
estimated  that  there  were  approximately  4950  unofficial  evacuees 
in  the  Long  Ashton  Rural  District. 

Most  of  the  official  evacuees  are  billeted  with  families 
in  the  various  parishes,  but  there  are  three  hostels  under  the 
Council's  control,  viz:-  Cleeve  House  (54  occupants ), The  Rectory, 
Nailsea  (about  40),  and  Moorfields,  Nailsea  (34).  All  are  being 
efficiently  managed. 

From  all  the  information  I  have  received,  the  health  of 
this  increased  population  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  The 
contagious  skin  troubles,  which  at  first  were  a  source  of  much 
trouble,  have  now  practically  disappeared.  A  few  children  have 
contracted  infectious  diseases,  such  as  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
which  began  to  be  prevalent  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  a 
few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  notified,  but  there  has  been 
no  extensive  outbreak  or  any  serious  consequences  to  the  children 
affected,  as  far  as  I  can  discover. 

The  "Sick  Bay",  at  "The  Grange",  Flax  Bourton,  which  at 
first  was  very  useful  in  helping  to  eliminate  scabies  and  other 
skin  troubles,  became  largely  devoted  to  treatment  of  "difficult 
children",  and  on  the  1st  December,  this  Council  gave  up  control 
of  the  "Sick  Bay",  and  handed  it  over  to  the  control  of  the  County 
Health  Department  for  the  psychiatric  treatment  of  these  "difficult 
children",  but  the  "Bristol  Society  of  Friends"  continued  in  actual 
charge  of  it. 

The  arrangements  for  reception,  billeting  and  generally 
providing  for  the  evacuees  have  entailed  an  enormous  amount  of 
work  and  worry  for  Mr.  E.J.  Taylor,  Evacuation  Officer,  and  his 
Staff  of  paid  and  voluntary  helpers,  and  I  cannot  speak  too  highly 
of  the  efficient  manner  in  which  Mr.  Taylor  and  all  concerned  have 
carried  out  their  arduous  duties  with,  I  think  all  will  agree,  the 
minimum  of  friction,  considering  all  the  difficulties  that  had  to 
be  overcome.
